(What looked like, an attempt on the 
life of President Diaz, who was a guest 
of the state government during the 
fettlTities here. The president, his 
ataff and guesta were paMing by the 
Oaatador garden in a ttreet car when 
a man of the lower data by th« name 
iOt BHias Toscano approached the car 
shouting and fired five shots from a 
rervolver at the car, fortunately dotns 
no harm. 

Paklo Bioaadon, of the preaident'i 
•taff, ruahed oat of the car and eaoght 
the man, wrenching the revolver from 
his grasp. The polire toolt Toscano to 
prison. He is a man with a bad rriml- 
nal record and was but recently re- 
leased from prison at Granditas, where 
he had tenred a term for homicide. 
The matter will be inTottlgated. One 
theory is that Toscano was drunk and 
another that he deliberately planned 
to shoot the chief magistrate. The 
president remained perfectly cool and 
waa acclaimed by the crowd of citi- 
sent showing their Joy at bis escape. 

Toscano's evil record makes the 
theory of a deliberate attempt at as- 
tastination appear prnbablo. 

The president has received the felici- 
tation of the eltlaena and diplouatic 
ccnrpi Aere. 

An attempt wat made on the life of 
President Diaz December 16. 1897. He 
attended on that day the public cele- 
brations in the City of Mexico of the 
anniversary of Mexican independence. 
During the festivities a man nished 
itowards him and evading all efforts 
nuide to cheek hit progrett reached 
the president's side and attempted to 
kin him. Great excitement prevailed 
hut it was soon seen that the efforts 
of the murderer had been futile. Pres- 
ddent Dias waa not hurt. The assassin 
rwaa fA once arrested and thrown into 
'Prftoa. This attempted murder cre- 
ated much excitement and subsequent- 
ly the assassin was dragged from pris- 
«on by a mob and lynched. 

Guanajato is about 160 miles north- 
iwett of Mexico City. It it singularly 
■Ituated in deep, narrow mountain de- 
met over 6.000 feet above sea level. 
It is formed of a number of villaKes 
located around the mines and has a 
population numbering 68,000.

When the Runs Started All Business 
Was Laid Aaide and Every Faell* 
Ity Wae Afforded For Prompt 
Payment of Dspoelte. 

St. Louis, Oct. 28. — From shortly be- 
fore 1 o'clock until the closing hour, 
3 o'clock. Tuesday nma were made in 
the tavingt departaentf of three 

banks of St Louis and at the tame 

time more than the ordinary amount 
of withdrawals by savlnKS (lepoBltort 
were noticeable in the other banking 
institutions. The run, so far as it can 
be traced, wat ttarted by a ditquietp 
ing rumor from the outtide that te<tai« 
ed to strike St. Louis shortly aftei 
noon, to the effect that the savings in- 
stitutions here were unsound, and llkfl 
a prairie fire It spread In a flash 
through the streets, and different mer- 
cantile establlthmentt whoee em> 
ployes represent the majority of sav- 
ings depositors. With a rush the con 
ridors of the Lincoln Trust Co., the 
Mercantile Trust Co. and the Mi.ssls. 
slppi Valley Trust Co. were filled with 
men and women all eager to withdraw 
their money. The scene in any one 
bank was duplicated in the other two. 
A lino of people with bank books In 
their hands and faces ea^;i rly scanning 
the little barred wiiplows of llu- bank 
tellers stretched out into the street, 
and intermingled were policemen and 
bank officials consellng calmness and 
givini? a.ssurances of solvency. 

It is stated that the rumor that start, 
ed the run came from Chicago and 
was to the effect that two directors 
of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. had 
recently endeavored to negotiate a 
loan of $2,000,000 in that city and had 
been refused. Tuesday this rumor wat 
pronounced an absolute canard by the 
directors concerned. 

As soon as the runs started all oth- 
er business waa laid aside and every 
faculty was afforded for the prompt 
payment of deposits. The clauses 
which gives the bank the privilege of 
withholding payment until TiO days aft- 
er notification was waived and 
amounts were paid rapidly regardless 
of their sice. There was no dlaorder 
manifested at any ot the Inatitutioaa 
and In many cases depositors who had 
hurried to withdraw amounts departed 
without their money, after having con- 
versed a few moments with the offi- 
cials and been made confident that the 
bank would continue to do business. 

At the Missouri Trust Co. a number 
of depositors had collected to demand 
payment, hut the crowd soon thinned 
out and before ;! o'l luck t ie incipient 
run had ceased, rre-ideiits of the dif- 
ferent national baulks assembled dur- 
ing the afternoon and issued a state- 
ment that the banks of St. Louis are 
all jierfectly solvent and amply able to 
lifHiidate all demands. 

All tbo banks closed at 3 o'clock, 
the usual closing hour, and pave out 
word that they will open AVednesday 
morning at the usual hour. 10 o'clock, 
and will meet all demands. 

The directors of the different trust 
companies at meetings Tuesday night 
decided to enforce the ?.o and CO day 
notification clause Wednesday, and 
this, it is believed, will doubtless stop 
all tendency to a continuation of runs.

Just Releaeed After M Yeara lmprla> 
enment, Though Innoeent. 

Berlin, Oct. 28 — A bricklayer named 
Burmeister, who haa served 26 years 
Jn the penitentiary, though Innocent 
of the crime for which he was sen- 
tenced, has Just been released under 
singular circumstances. In 1877 Bur- 
meister and his father undertook to 
commit a burglary at the house* of a 
farmer at Demsdorf, Scleswig-Holstein, 
and Burmeister's fatbek- in so doing 
shot and killed the farmer and his 
wife. 

At the trial the son confessed that 
he fired the fatal shots. Doth men 
were sentenced to death but a petition 
to the emperor secured a change in the 
sentences to imprisonment for life in 
the penitentiary. The father died in 
prison in 1898 and the son recently 
gave such a circumstantial narrative 
of his part in the affair that the author- 
ities were convinced that he was not 
guilty. Burmeister claims his father 
ired the shots which killed the farm- 
er and his wife, but that he, knowing 
his father had a black record and 
would certainly suffer death, took the 
guilt upon himself In order to save 
his father. Burmeister has now been 
liberated and hka rejoined his mother.

Judge Harbeeon waa born at Fleminftt- 
bnr«; and waa educated in law at the 
riiivcrsity <<( I/Mii(*ville. He returned 
to Fiemiogsburg to practice law in 1850, 
bnt gave up his profession to oerreas 
Captain of Company II, Sixteenth Ken- 
tucky volunteers, when the Civil war 
bfoka ont, and aarvad in the Union army 
until I'lti'S, when he resigned, after having 
been promoted to the rank of Major, to 
resume the practice of law as a partner 
of Judge Thomas Marshall in Looiaville. 

He was appointed Judge of the Police 
Court of Louisville by Gov. E T. Bram- 
1. tte'in 1806. He ramovad to Flea)inga- 
burg at the expiration of bia t«rm, and 
was elected County Jiid^e. This ofTice 
be resigned in 1802, when he was elected 
Oirenit Jndge, the term oontinning till 
1807. At the end of the term he was 
nominated to succeed himself, and in 
the election proved his personal popu- 
larity by running far ahead of bia ticket. 

Judge Harbeson has made a good 
reoord on the bench. He is popular 
among lawyers and bis decisiona have in 
a great majority of instancea bean ap- 
proved by the Court of Appeala. 

On the bench he is what yoa might 
call extremely impartial. There ia prob- 
ably not a man in his diBtrict that would 
Iiesitate to leave his case in tha hands of 
Judge Harbeaon, if ha only desired Jna- 
tice.
